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The parties jointly nove for an order requiring
respondent within 30 days to (1) tender to Robert
Ri chardson the sum of $480.00, and (2) expunge from
Robert R chardson's enpl oyment records any adverse
reference to this matter

Robert Richardson has been fully paid in this
matter and has authorized the Secretary to represent to
the Court that he consents to the settlenent of his
discrimnation claimagainst respondent in accordance
with settlenment (sic) agreement contained in the above
stipul ati on.

Each party hereby agrees to bear its own fees and
ot her expenses incurred by such party in connection
with any stage of this proceeding.

In light of the foregoing, | find the settlement appropriate
under the circunstances.
